Loxpon, June 21.-The first day ef the 
fifty-firct year of Queen Victoria’s reign over 
Greoi Peitein opened with perfect summer 
weathorin Londen. A lovelier day could not 
have >een desired fer the celebration ef her 
mafesty’s jubilee. The sun shone bright, the 
air v rand not very warm, anda gentle 
bre: w steadily. Crowds scattered over 
the citv are unprecedented in numbers. 
Thousand of people who yesterday selected 
locations along the route of today’s procession, 
in orcer to retain them, oceupied them all 
night, 2nd many used camp-stools er impro- 
vised rosts toenable them to withstand the 
md Uiresome ovceupation. 

THE DAY BREAKS. 

A steady stveam ofcarriages and pedestrians 
poured constantly all night, until dawn, 
through the city from all directions toward the 
West ind. At five o’clock this morning, ev- 
ery point ef vantage along the streets eompos- 
ing the royal procession route was secured, 
Ai nine o’cloek the line of route on each side 
wasacompact mass of peopie. Everybody, 
despite the discomfort of the crowding, mani- 
fested the utmost good humor. 

Tie scone at Westminster Abbey was most 
brijiiant. Every seat was filled and every 
person present was a distinguished person. 
When identities were enumerated, it seemed 
as if every locality in the world over had scnt

one or more

‘re never probably in modern times assem- 
bled under one roofan audience so welland bril- 
liantly arraved. Every man present entitled 
te wear a uniform or decoration had both on, 
new or burnishedup. When this audience 
Was ail seated, the scene presented was incom- 
parabie. When phe sun shone brightly 
throuch the nobl’ stained windows of the 
abbey, its rays fell upon 

AN UNACCUSTOMED SIGHT, 
And the picture was indescribable. This aud- 
jence, banked up as it was in church, was any- 
thiuig but sombre. Tor awhile, when ail were 
seated, there was quiet, but this was only tem- 
porary, and lasted only long enough to enable 
the people to locate one another. Then there 
was 2 life of recognition and of gossip, and it 
graduated inte a noisy hum. . 
- This was startling toa person who entcred 
sudcenly, considering the place and who were 
buricd there, but a stranger was soon fascinat- 
ed. and himself added to what had struck him 
as desecration. Busy and interested as the 
people making this irreverent congregation 
were, some persons entered the abbey.strong 
enouch to compel general attention and recog- 
nition. When the marguis of Salisbury, the 
queen's prime minister, entered and proceeded 
to the place set apart for him he was cheered. 
When Mr. Gladstone was observed quictly 
edging his way to his seat, he was alsocheered. 
Such was the eagerness of those who had as- 
sured places in the audience at Westminster 
to be on hand, that scores of lords and -ladies 
repaired to the edifice at an unnecessarily early 
hour. and many of them were admitted with- 
out having partaken of breakfast. It was a 
Stranve sight to see 
VLASKS AND SANDWICHES EXCHANGED 
in such a crowd, and eagerly used by num- 
berlecs aristoerats, unable to longer withstand 
hunger or thirst. This business, when added 
tothe hum at times seemed irreverent, even 
on jubitee day in Westminster. The line of 
procession from Buckingham palace to West- 
bunsicrabbey was as follows:

The militery ferce was under command of 
General Gipps and Colonel Stirling, of the 
Cold Stream Guards. ‘The particular feature 
of Buckingham palace was that two services 
were equally honored, the Guards lining one 
side of the roadway at Buckingham ‘palace 
aad on the otuer side the blue jackecis 
posted. The same services were aiso 
ne ented in like manner at the entrance to 

ostminster abbey. 

The first of the reyal procession was com- 
posed of the Indian princes and a few minor 
German princes. This was well received ly 
the popalace. A few minutes before 1] 
o'clock the second part of the procession: left. 
This was composed of some fifteen carriages, 
the cecuipants being the king of Denmark, the 
king of Belgium, the king of Saxony, the 
king of the Hellenes, the crown prince of 
the crown prince of Portugal, the 
quecn of Belgians, the crown prince of Greece, 
Prince George of Greece, the crown princess 
of Austria and grand duke of Mecklenburg, 
Ausirelitz, his party was also received by 
the people. These two processions helped to 
Keep the way to the abbey open, aud exercised 
the pent-up enthusiasm of the vast multitude 
along the way, awaiting impatiently to see and 
cheer the queen. 

Penctually at 11:15, the

emerged froin the palace gates. At the sight 
oi her thousands of voices were lifted ap in 
cheers, the applause being accompanied by 
the music off many military bands, stationed 
lifrent of the palace. The queen did,not 
Wear her state robes, but was dressed in black. 

ercarriage was drawn by eight ponies. The

The procession slowly made its way antil the 
Wellington arch was reached, and then the 
first introduction to London streets ensued. 

IN LONDON § 

Einerging feom Wellington arch, the first to 
greet the queen were convalescent patients 
and others ef St. George’s hospital, which 
Was packed froia basement to roof, seats hav- 
ine been erecied for many thousands over tie 
reof of the hospital. On reaching Piccadilly 
the queen was seen to look up at the Apsley 
house, aud asshe passed the mansion of her 
intimate friends sie gienced semewhat hastily 
at their abode, more especially when possing 
the duke of Cambridge's, Daron Rothschild’s, 
Lareness Derdciie Coutis’s and John Bright’s 
old apartments. Jiwas not until the Devon-

made to greet her. JSiere the marquis of 
Hiartington had had a spacious gallery erected, 
from which many hundreds of gaily dressed 
ladics waved their handkerchiefs and cheered 
the queen. 

Pacing the Devonshire house, at Bath hotel. 
another gigantic beoth had been erected, and 
from this point to Westminster abbey every 
point of ventaye had been seized by contractors 
tonx sents. Shop fronts and first floors were 
rented at from £20 to £00 each,*ond in some 
cases even more. The fronts ef Burlington 
urcade, Moyal Academy, Egyptian hall, St. 
James Parish church (where 1,609 ehiidren 
were scatcd and sang ‘‘God Save the Queen’’) 
aud the Museum of Geology were all packed 
With human beings. 

On reaching Regent circus, where six main 
streets converge, the sight was a memorable 
one, the streets being all splendidly decorated 
with ilowers, tlags, evergreens, ete. Many of 
the lppesing commercial buildings along the 
way were 

ONE MASS OF HEADS. 

Many of the shops’ hereabouts had their 
fronts removed and elegant boudoirs formed 
in their places. The procession, as viewed 
from the duke of York’s column passing down 
the hill from the circus to Pall Mall, cast, was 
a remarkable sight. The shouts of the people 
were plainly heard from the top of the col- 
umm asene vast roar. Many American la- 
dies and genticmen had seeured seats at a 
palatial commercial establishment in Water- 
iodo place, and joined in the euthusiasm as 
Warniy as the Engtish. 

Passing around Pail Mall, east, a large plat- 
form was erected over the colonnade of Her 
Majesty’s theater,while 10,000 chairs, rented 
at two and threo to five guineas, were all filled 
at the Waterloo house, in Cockspur street. 
Trafalgar square wes now reached, and every- 
wheie one looked nothing but heads were to 
be seen. The crowd here was tremendous and 
completely eclipsed any that has asseinbled at 
the greatest political gatherings of recent 
years. The sieps and liens of the Nelson col- 
umn were crowded with people, while the roof 
and steps of St. Martin’s chureh and the steps 
ofthe national gallery were packed with a 
dense mob. 

After crossing Trafalgar square, where ihe 
poiice had great difliculty in keeping the people 
back, the procession gradually approached 
Northumberland, which, on its southwest side 


-is mainly eevered with two cicarttchotcts, ere fF 


Hotel Victoria and the Hiotel Metropole. 
These, as welias the newly-erected Constitu- 
tional club brilding, were crammed with sicht- 
seers. On reaching the Thames embankment 
the procession had to make a detour almost at 
yielt angles from thé new National Liberal 
club to St. Stephen’s club, 

THE ENTHUSIASM WAS INDESCRIBABLE, 
men clambered up trees in such numbers as to 
badly injure many of them, and all along the 
Thames embankment, where not oceupied by 
public gardens, seats and galleries had been 
erected. 

Onturning into Broad around St. 
Stephen's club. her majesty obtained a full 
view of the abbey and the preparations which 
had been made in Parliament square. The 
eround fleor of the abbey was concealed bya 
iofiy grand stand called ‘St. Margarets,” the 
seats of which were sold for five guineas each. 
Another block of seats, called “the Canning 
stand,’? accommodated 1,400 persons. All 
around the square, and even across the river 
at the St. Thomas hospital, windows were 
crowded with people. On the procession near- 
ing the abbey the troops saluted, guns were 
fired, the bells of the churches rang cut merry 
peals and flaes were ren up, the cheering being 

ertinned until the queen had passed into the 
vest door. 
HE QUEEN IN THE ABDEY. 

Afier pessing through the vestibule her 
inajesty was conducted to a grand dais, under 
ihe lantern tower. She was surrounded by 
thirty-two members of the royal family. The

| Ten thousand people were 
seated. They all rose. Women discarded 
their wraps and revealed the full splendor of 
their beauty and attire. Three ticrs of gal- 
leries had been built inthe abbey, with seats 
for ten thousand peers and their wives were 
seated in the south transept; ambassadors and 
diplomatic corps were seated to the right and 
lett of the pecrs; members ‘of the ‘house of 
commons were placed in the north transept.

CHOIR OF [OU VOICES 
eslected from the great choirs of London and a 
number of eminent soloists, besides a large ac- 
companiment of brass instruments and drums, 
gradually drew the immense congregation into 
silence aud their respective places, prepared 
for the queen’s coming by rendering a nuniber 
of se’ *ctions in a manner that made every peér- 
son within hearing of the great organ eager to 
softest note. When the 
gueen- reached the abbey, and the 
royal procession was forming in the 
inarique ouiside door, state trumpetersin gold 
and crimson uniforms, executed fanfaresjfrom 
the organ loft, nearly in the center of the edi- 
tice. When the clergy at the head of the roy- 
al procession moved intothe church, the na- 
tional anthem was rendered by the organ. 
The music was thrilling. The andience rose 
asa unit and lert their ten thousand voices to 
accompany the choir. The effect was 
Ss‘) eyaud, so profound, that many 
sepeons were moved totears. It was at this 
moment that the queen appeared within the 
‘Then the singing of the anthem ceased, 
from Mandel’s

Following the three prayers, ‘‘Exaudiat to 
Dominus” was sung with organ and brass band 
accompaniment. The dean of Westminster 
advanced to the altar rails and read the lesson 
for the day—First Epistle of Peter, chapter 2; 
vy 6,18. Dr. Bridges, special anthem, selected 
hy the queen last year as her jubilee anthem, 
was next rendered, followed by a choral 
“Gotha,’’ composed by the prince consort. 
In rests the national anthem was introduced. 
‘wo more special prayers for the defense of the 
faith, the perpetual welfare of the kingdom 
and for peace and love foliowed, and was sup- 
lemented by the benediction, which -was 
pronounced by the archbishop. * 

After the benediction had been said, 

'S SONS KNELT BEFORE HER, 
and kissed her hand. They arose and her 
majesty kissed each upon his check. 
princesses next advanced to the queen and 
kissed her hand, and she kissed them all, fa- 
voring some twice, making an unusual demon- 
stration over the princess of Wales and Prin- 
cess Beatrice. Other relatives of the queen 
then saluted her, and she shook hands with 
some and kissed others, kissing CrownPrince 
Frederick William, of Germany, twice, very 
heartily each time. At all this the congrega- 
tion applauded warmly. 

All the princesses upon the dais wore light 
dresses. Aftér the royal salutations had all 
been made the queen descended the dais and 
moved out of the abbey, preceded by the royal 
family, the congregation standing and cheer- 
ing with fervor, all the while Mendelssohn’s 
march from ‘‘Athalie”’ being rendered by the 
organ and band until her majesty had departed. 
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The congregation at once dissolved, selections 
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a ” . wemto betty, prayou 
the abvey. 
THE RETURN TO THE PALACE. 

It was past 1 o'clock when the queen emerg- 
ed from the abbey, leaning upen the arm of 
the lord chamberlain. She at once resumed 
her carriage and returned to Buckjngham 
palace, this time taking the route she went 
after her coronation, fifty years ago. This was 
via Parliament street, Whitehall, Cockspur 
street, Pall Mall, St. Jaures street, Piccadilly, 
Constitution hill to Buckingham palace. 

Vhen the royal procession reached Pailia- 
ment street it found the roads as densely 
crowded as they were two hours before, and in 
some places more so. Along Parliament street, 
except at government offices, seats had heen 
erected and gaily decorated with bunting, ete. 
A grand stand, which was erected facing the 
Horse Guards and alongside the Chapel Royal, 
wasa memorable sight, the quecn gratefully 
acknowledging salutes and the cheering of its 
occupants. Passing through Trafalgar square 
into Pall Mail, the noonday sccnes were re-en- 
acted. 

Tine whole fronts of spacicus clubs in Pall Mall 
were alive with sight seers. Even staid mem- 
bers of Athenwum club were as jubilantas the 
others. The Reform and Cariton clubs vied 
with each otherin enthusiasm. A grandstand 
was also erected in front of the way office, and 
here the upper officials teck ail the best seats. 
As the procession passed into St. James street 
the queen took a long glance and siniled at an 
aged lady, who was at one of the windows in 
St. James palace. It turned out that the aged 
lady was the duchess of Cambridge. 

Passing up St.. James street, the whole 
of which was effusively decorated, the 
pageant again turned into Piccadilly, which 
was still literally packed. FEinthusiastic sight- 
seers, not content with having one view at 
Westminster, had rushed across St. James 
and the green parks to get another view in 
Piccadilly. The swaying of the crowds in 
some places was terrific until Wellingten arch 
was again reached and the procession finaliy 
proceeded at a somewhat sinarter pace up 
Constitution hill, and once more reached 
Buckingham palace, driving in at the grand 
entrance amid the cheers of tens of thousands 
of people. 

The return was made amid a prolonged and 
unbroken succession of popular acclamation ,the 
queen responding by bowing to the right and 
left. The procession reached Buckingham 
palace shortly after three o’clock, and five 
ilinutes later her majesty passed into the pal. 
ace amidst the most tumuliuous cheering, 
with her escort of generals on either side. 
The marquis and machioness of Salisbury 
who had hurried to the palace by the shorter 
way from the abbey, were present to receive 
her. 

The queen bore her journey well and was 
seen soon after returning, laughing and 
SMILING AT THE ROYAL CHILDREN, 
who were upon the inain balcony of the palace, 

and kissing her hands to them. 

‘Among the Americans present at the 
service in the abbey. were United States Minis- 
ter Lawton, Senators McPherson and Hale, 
Congressman Perry Belmont, ex-Governor 
English of Connecticut, Mr. Gilfillan of Min- 
nesota, Professor Parker of Dartmouth college, 
Joseph Pulitzer, James Russel! Lowell and 
James G. Blaine. 

The queen’s dress was noistriking. Across 
ber breast she wore the broad blue ribbon of 
the garter. The only other decoration she 
wore was that of the order of the Coburg— 
Gotha. The most conspicuous figure in the 
procession was thee German crown prince, 
whose magnificent physique, set off by a snow 
white uniform, shone conspicuously among the 
princely throng, and the prince fof Wales, who 
yore the familiar red uniform, and seemed 
insigniticant in comparison. The grand duke 
Sergius, of Russiawho wore a curious, but 
picturesque cape, was, after the German 
crown sign ti much the most striking figure. 

By the time the royal procession got started 
from Buckingham palace the weather had be- 
come preity warm, and the breeze. so refresh- 
ing all the morning, began to subside. 

While the procession was passing through 
Pail Mall three personsin that thoroughfare 
were sunstruck. A numberof persous along 
the route were crushed into insensibility and 
were remeved tohospitals.

STUPENDOUS SUCCESS. 

At least one miliion people were crowded 
along the route of the roval procession, about 
three miles in length. The impression left on 
the minds of these who saw the poanros is 
that whatever boundless wealth,military pomp 
aid illustrious rank to create and 
heighten the effect of the state’s show of loy- 
ality or demonstrate the afieetion of the ple 
for their sovereign was done for today’s demon- 
stration,and that the reev}t surpassed anything 
of the kind. ever seen in Europe, in modern 
times at least. 

Asthe proeession Sled up the aisle Dr. 
Bridge played the March by Handel, and the 
royal family slowly took their seats on the dais, 
the queen cccupying the coronation chair, 
over the back of which drecped the regal robes 
of state, which the queen presently assumed, 
With the assistance of ile mistress of robes. 
On the right of the roya! dais the lord chan- 
cellor, in his magnificent robes of state and 
flowing wig aud mass of velvet and ermin, was 
seated. Behind him sat five hundred peers of 
the realm and their peeresses, attired in cos- 
tumes of rich velvet and sumptuons silks. 
Facing the lord chancellor was the speaker of 
the house of commons, also wearing his robes 
of office. with a golden mace before him. Be- 
hind were members of the house of commons 
and their wives, all richly arrayed for the oc- 
casion, so on either side of the hail,the queen’s 
eyes would fal! upon the two brillant masses, 
splendid in colors and dazzling with jewels. 

The galleries which reach up to the lofty 
apse were crowded with a black mass of clergy- 
men. Down"the nave the eye was greeted with 
a biight array of military and naval uniforms. 
Conspicuous amongst even all this brilliancy 
were the dazzling oriental costumes of the In- 
disn rajahs, sparkling with pre- 
cious stones. The ray of the 
sun streamed through the colored windows 
and gave arich and varied glow to an assem- 
blage which, in itself, was as picturesque as 
thé world has ever witnessed. The long 
spaces between the abbey pillars glowed with 
the irridescence of many rainbows. The 
seene was of more than regal splendor, and 
must have reminded the queen of the lavish 
display of grandeur which signalized her coro- 
nation. 

Court officials, who have seen both, say to- 
day’s spectacle far exceeded that of the ceren- 
ation in magniticence. Outside there had 
been heard a continuous roll of cannon sa- 
lutes and the peeling of bells, all mingling 
with the thunderous acclamations of the peo- 
ple. Buta sudden hush fell everywhere when 
the queen, scated, took a prayer book in her 
hand and bowed her head for a short interval 
in silent prayer.

IN IRELAND. 


RioOTs 
Loyalists and Nationalists Have a Rock Bal 
tle. 

DuBiin, June 21 —A fight occurred in Cork 
today between the loyalists and natiopalists 
during a military review held in honor of the 
queen's jubilee. The nationalists paraded 
past the reviewing ground carrying black flags. 
This enraged the loyalists and they attacked 
the home rulers. During the tight that ensued 
snets were fired from both sides,but no one was 
injured. In several towns in Ireland, the na- 
tionalists hoisted black flags. In each in- 
stance the police tore them down. 

Cork, June 1l1.—A mob tonight attacked 
the office of the Constitution, a conservative 
newspaper, and smashed the windows in the 
building. A body of police hurried to the 
scene and charged on the mob, but the rioters 
broke through their ranks, injuring several of 
the officers. The police then made another 
charge on the mob with drawn staves, which 
they used with good effect and succeeded in 
dispersing them. 

Fifty persons are reported injured- The in- 
juries includes fractures of heads and broken 
ribs. One man, who had been arrested for 
participation in the riot, was searched in the 
presence of the mayor, and, although his pock- 
ets were found full of stones, that functionary 
ordered his discharge. 

Be.Fast, June 21.—While jubilee bands 
were passing through Carrack Hill district 
this evening, they were attacked by a party of 
Catholics. The Orangemen of the district 
took sides with the bands. Stones flew thick 
and fast for about fifteen minutes, when po- 
licemen appeared on the scene and drove the 
mob down the narrow streets in the vicinity. 
The mob increased in numbers, returned and 
fought with greater violence than before for 
fully an hour. The police found themselves 
powerless to cope with the rioters and sum- 
moned assistance. When this arrived, batons 
were drawn and the mob was scattered in all 
directions. Several policemen were injured 
in the affray.

Carriages soon 
began to arrive, and as theiroccupants alighted 
each gentleman was obliged to show his 
ticket to the blue | coated sentinels 
vefore he eouid gain admission 
tothe hall. By 8 o'clock, the hour for hold- 
ing the banquet, Dock square and the approach 
to Fanewil hall therefrom had become densely 
packed wilh people, and other streets leading 
into Faneuil Hall square contained iarge 
crowds. Then orders were given to drive the 
crowds back and rope off the streets. This 
was done by the police whose number had been 
increased by the arrival of a squad of mounted 
officers, but not until some vigorous elubbing 
had been done. In a rush at Dock 
square approach an officer’s horse 
stumbled and kuocked down a 
young lady, who is reported to have died from 
her injuries. Ropes were stretched at last, 
and no one was allowed to enter Faneuil ball 


‘square unless provided with a ticket to the 


banquet or known fo the police. The crowd 
seemed awe-struck at the elaborate provisions 
made for preserving the peace, and appeared 
to have underated the powers of the authori- 
ties to keep order. One or two speakers 
harangued a crowd in Dock square. 
Some one suggested that the hall 
be burned, but this’ sentiment did 
not meet with much favor. Aside from 
shouting and confusion incident to every large 
crowd, there was no disturbance. As late ar- 
rivals at the banquet forced their way in car- 
riages through the dense throng, escorted by 
police, they were loudly hissed, but no violence 
was attempted. The banquet is still in 
progress. It is feared that some trouble may 
arise when the guests are departing, but it is 
believed that the police can check any such 
demonstration. 

The banquet lasted until 12 o’clock, and 
when it was concluded the guests quietly left 
for their homes, with no signs of molestation 
from any one.

Than Nine Hundred Years.

“She has 
in her veins the blood of William the Con- 
queror, a birthright of which any queen might 
be proud.” 

The indignent Englishman’s remonstrance 
is suggestive and it may be well to consider on 
this morning of the fitiieth year of Queen 
Victoria’s sovereignty what this birthright 
really is, and how it was transmitted to her 
majesty. 

William the Conqueror was the illegitimate 
son of a Norman duke, known in history as 
Robert the Devi!, by a tanner’s daughter. 

His right to the English throne was that of a 
freebooter. 

William came over the sea. 
With bloody sword came he; 
Cold heart and bloody hand 
Now rule the English land.

‘‘Never day dawned but he rose a worse man 
than he had laid down; never sun set but he 
ldy down a worse man than he had risen.” 

William I. married Matilda of Flanders in 
defiance of the prohibition of Rome, which 

vonounced the marriage incestuous. Thus 

Villiam Il. was also by the interdict of the 
church illegitimate. _His younger brother, 
Henry, who seized the crown after the Red 
King was found dead in the New Forest with 
the arrow of ai) assassin in his breast, was also 
born out of lawful wedlock by the same prohi- 
bition. 

Of William I. it was said, “Ifa man would 
live and hold his lands need it were he follow- 
ed the king’s will.”’ 

William IT. held the lands of his kingdom 
as his own and turned his tenants into serfs. 
His reign was one of vicious extravagance and 
violent extortion. 

Henry I. was a miracle of avarice. 

“Those who had nothing to give,’’ wrote 
the Chronicler, “‘were driven from their hum- 
ble dwellings, or the doors being torn off the 
hinges, were left open to be plundered, or 
their miserable chattels being taken away, 
they were reduced to the extreme poverty, or 
in other ways afflicted and tormented; while 
against those who were thought to possess 
something certain new and imaginary offenses 
were alleged, when not daring to defend them- 
selves in a plea against the king, they were 
stripped of their property and plunged into 
misery.’’ 

Hlenry took Matilda, the daughter of King 
Malcolm of Scotland, out of aconvent and 
married her, and then set up a harem of his 
mistresses, of which he was lord. He died of 
gluttony. 

England narrowly escaped a successor to 
Henry I. more cruel even than his father. 
This was his only son William, who frequently 
boasted that when he came to the throne he 
would yoke his Saxon subjects tothe plow 
like horses. This was the precious young ras- 
cal who was lost inthe White ship, and of 
whom Mrs. Hemans wrote this characteristic 
rot; 

The bark that held the Prince went down; 

The sweeping waves rolled on; 

Yet what was Enghind’s glorious ¢rown 

To him thatjvept a son! 

Of the father of such a son—a king who 
died of too much lampreys—it is ludicrous to 
sing: ‘‘He never smiled again.” 

Ear! Stephen, who was the son of the con- 
queror’s daughier, Adele, and consequenily 
Henry’s nephew, seized the crown upon the 
king’s pushing aside the claims of Maud, 
Henry’s daughter. 

He was a usurper, but he was popular, be- 
cause he wasa good swordsman—the people 
fought for him because he was a swashbuckler. 

Stephen was succeeded by Henry II., who 
was the son of Lady Mand, or Matilda, and 
the grandson of Henry I. 

Henry was the first of the Plantagenet line. 
He married Eleanor of Equitaine, a notorious 
courtesan, for the sake of the lands she 
brought him. Among his mistresses was the 
fair Rosamond Clifford, whom the virtuous 
Queen Eleanor compelled to drink poison. 

This king was the conqueror of Ireland. 

His own sons, Henry, Richard and John, 
rose in arms against him. It was the worth 
Eieanor who spurred on her sons to bec 
against their alleged father. 

Henry was a reformer—when he was com- 
pelied to be one. 


By the death of his elder brother, Richard I. 
succeeded Henry II. 

This fellow was called Richard of the Lion

POST THEM CONSPICUOUSLY, 


Order by the Interstate Commission About 
Displaying Tariff Rates. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—At a meeting of the 
interstate commerce commission this morning, 
the subject of publication of the joint tariffs 
being under consideration, the following pre- 
amble and order were unanimously adopted 
and directed to be sent to all railroad compa- 
nies subject to the act to reguiate commerce: 

Whereas, section 6 of the act to regulate commerce 
authorizes the commission to direct when joint 
tariffs shall be made public and to prescribe the 
measure of publicity to be given tothe same; it ig 
ordered as follows: 

Joint tariffs of rates, fares or charges established 
by two or more comnicn carriers for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or freight passing over 
eontinuous lines or routes, copies of which 
are required by the sixth -section 
the “act to regulate cCmmerce,”’ to be filed with the 
commission, shall be made public so far as the rame 
relates to business between points which are con- 
nected by the line of any single common carrier, 
required by the first paragraph of said section to 
make public schedules of its rates, fares and 
charges, such joint tarts shall be so published by 
plainly printing the same in Ilarge type 
of at least the sizc of ordinary pica, copies of4~vhich 
shall be kept for the use of the public in such places, 
and insuch form, that they can be conveniently 
inspected, at every depot or station upon the line of 
the carriers uniting in such joint tariff, and whe 
business is transacted in competition with the busi- 
ness of the carricr, whose schedules are required by 
law to be made public as aforesaid.” 

Twenty-five or thirty aftorneys were assem- 
bled this morning in the small room in which 
the interstate commerce commission holds its 
public sittings, when the chairman announced 
that the commission was ready to hear argue 
ments in the case of the Burton Stock-car com- 
peny egeinot coveral railroad companies. The 
respondents are the Chicago, Burlington and ~ 
@uincy; Chicago, Rock Islend and Pacific 
Chicago and Alton, Union Pacific, Missourt 
Pacific, Lake Shore and Michigan Southern: 
Cleveland, Columbus, and Indianapolis; 
Chicago, Burlington and St. Paul and Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. The complainants 
were represented by General Benjamin F. 
Butler and Charles R. Barbour. Attorneys 
for complainents first addressed the commis- 
sien. Mr. Barbour read the complaint in full. 
Its burden is that the companies charge ship- 
pers an excess of 155 per cent for the privilege 
of shipping cattle in Burton cars. Their 
~—_e is that the companies be restrained from 
such discrimination and overcharge. 

The Burton company claimed the right to. 
present to a road cars for transportation at the 
same rates as were charged to shippers in or- 
dinary cars, and so much, they believed, would 
be their right at common law. They come be- 
fore the commission with no claim for dam- 
ages, but simply asking that a rule be made 
requiring all roads to receive and haul Burton 
cars when they were in a suilable condition as 
to strength and ease of movement at ordinary 
rate.

The crops in Cobb county are Teported as 
quite promising. 

The wheat crop in Franklin county is re- 
ported to be the finest since the war, 


Mrs. Thomas Brewer is said to have the 
finest bottom land corn in Elbert county. 

Crops are in a better condition in Houston 
county than they have been fora number of 
years. 

It is said that the rice crop on Butler’s 
island looks better than for years. In fact all 
the crops look well. 

Crops in Milton county are looking well. 
The farmers say that cotton is larger than they 
.ever saw it at this season. 

Northern hay is now being sold in Americus 
quite rapidly, to farmers, at $1.25 per hundred, 
while the farmer is paying fifty cents a day to 
have grass killed. 

Mr. Jim Dennis, living near Haralson, re- 

rts the first cotton bloom of the season.- He 

iscovered the bloom on the 12th instant, and 
says he counted twenty-one squares on one 
stalk of cotton. 

Mr. W. W. Willoughby, overseer for Dr. E. 
H. Bacon, near Amoskeag, has wheat stalks 
about five feet tall and the heads are long and 
fully developed. The oats are also luxuriant, 
and go to show that wire-grass land is just the 
place for this crop. 

Theecorn crop is excellent, vigorous and 
growing in Carroll county. A considerable 
acreage is planted. The farmers have their 
crops in excellent trim for growing and are 
ahead with their work. The clean crops and 
excclient cultivation is manifest on every side. 

There are many fine apple” orchards in 
Dougherty and the ‘surrounding counties, and 
the fruit is just now beginning to get ripe. 
Mr. Jaines Gregory, who lives in east Doughe- 
erty, has some beautiful specimens of June 
apples.

Marshallville Times: Over three hundred 
crates of fruit were shipped from this place on 
Monday, and over tive ‘hundrad crates yester- 
day. They went to New York principally, ye 
included many inte: rmediate. points Fhe 
week’s shipment will possibly exceed seven- 
teen hundred crates. So far, very satisfactory 
returns are made. When the main crop of 
peaches, those that ripen in July and August, 
begin to come in, things will be lively around 
the express office about train time. It is esti- 
mated that fully five hundred crates per day 
will be shipped during these months. These 
immense shipments, in addition to an evapo~ 
rating establishment consuming from 500 to 
800 bushels per day, will give some idea of the 
peach in terest in this vicinity. In addition, 

Mr. Louis A. Ruimph will gather fully 10,000 
bushels ef fine anples ;from a single orchard. 
These, however, “ili be stored for the winter 
trade. 

The general impression among the farmers of 
Sumter and surrounding counties is that this 
will be one of the best crop years we have had 
inalongtime. Farmers, as a general thing, 
are better up with their work than they usually 
are at this season, which fact is largely attribu- 
table to the long spell of dry weather i in May. 
Since that time, however, copious rains have 
fallen in every section ai ound here, except im- 
mediately in the city and vicinity, where it is 
still very dry, and crops of all kinds are on a 
decided boom. Cotton is well advanced and 
growing finely, much of it being already in 
bloom, while al arge poriion of the corn crop 
of the country has been given the final plowing 
and is now laid by, and will only require two 
or three seasonable rains to insure an abundant 
yield. Small crops, such as peas, potatoes, 
sugar cane, cte., have not been n overlook ed, and

Savannah Times: ‘It is an ill wind that 
blows no one good,’’ remarked a rice man this 
morning, speaking of the reported disaster to 
the Louisiana crop. “The overflow extends 
thirty: miles along the Mississippi river, I 
read,’’ he continued. “If the floods do not 
subside soon, the crop will, without question, 
suffer materi ially. Louisiana grows about one- 
half of the rice produced in the United States. 
A short crop in that state will help the market | 
here, where the crop will hardly be an average 
one, owing to the cold spring, birds and other 
causes. Salt water wenkens the straw and the 
grain falls down, which makes it hard to save. 
Therefore, if the flood remains on the fields 
any time, the damage will be heavy.”

The seed that was planted in April 
and May came up well, and is growing well.

Oxrorp, Ga., June 21.—{Special.]—At 
3:00 p.m. on Monday the exercises of the 
technological department were opened with 
prayer by Colone! H. P. Bell. 

First on the programme were Mr. E. E. 
Overioli, of Hillsboro, W.Va., who gave a 
clear, succinct and altogether interesting his- 
tory of this department in Emory college. It 
now closes the third year of its operation, hav- 
ing run the first in Dr. Hopkins’ shop with the 
few tools he had for his private use. Quite a 
a number of students began study in this de- 
partment this year. The interest manifested 
and a conviction on the part of tlie friends of 
the college caused many to make contribations 
to its aid, so that by the second year a larger 
brick machine shop had been built and such 
an outlay for machinery and tools were made 
that the department was enabled to be- 
gin workin the three departments of iron 
work,wood work and drawing. The engine con- 
structed the second year and the wood and iren 
work exhibited at the state fair at Macon was 
awarded the diploma for excellence. The third 
year the number of students increased consid- 
erabiy, and the efticiency of the department 
was increased by a hearty response to a call 
made to the north Georgia conference. One 
donation of one thousand dollars from Senator 
Payne, of Ohio, is worthy of mention, 
coming, as. it does, from  ~so_ distant 
a quarter, showing the interest our people 
everywhere feel inthisenterprise. it was first 
projected by Dr. Hopkins, and has been 
pushed bv him with his usual energy. It is 
now permanently established, and _ gives 
promise to be an important feature of Emory 
and power for good in the education and de- 
velopment of the south. It is not proposed to 
in any way supersede the classical work done 
here, but give young men the opportunity to 
fill the lucrative and responsible positions that 
are open to educated and trained men. Itis 
not to take - the place of anything, 
but to add _ to. In accordance with 
the spirit of the age Emory is simply getting 
ready todo the work demanded by such a 
school.

THE NORTHEASTEEN TRANSFER. 


A Strong Fight Made Agaiust it by Several 
Parties. 

ATHENS, Ga., June 21.--jSpecia!.]--The 
meeting of the stockhoiders of the Northeas- 
tern railroad was held today at the office of 
Barrow & Thomas, in response to a call issued 
abont amonth ago by Hon. Pope Barrow, pres- 
ident of the road. ‘The meeting was called for 
the purpose of making a transier to Judge W. 
B. Thomas of that portion of the road, extend- 
ing from Rabun Gap Junction to Tallulah 
falls, a distance of twenty one miles, After 
the adoption of the reports of the president 
and superintendent ,a motion to this effect 
vas made by Mr. George D. Thomas. 

Immediately following this motion, Mr. 

H. Lumpkin, of Atlanta, and Measrs. E. K. 
Lumpkin, aad W. B. Burnett, of Athens, rep- 
resenting a number of the mincrity stockhold- 
ers of the road, filed a protest to this atcion. 
It was forcibly presented by Mr. J. H. Lump- 
kin, who made several strong points in behalf. 
of the rights of the minority, which he claimed 
the majority had no right to sacrifice for their 
penefit, as would be the result of this action, 
which would- inure to the profit of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad company, 
and to the luss of the jninor- 
ity stockholders, and in their 
names he protested against this everlasting 
destruction of the Northeastern railroad. 

Hon. Hi. H. Carlton followed in an apneal in 
rvor OF Wie” MrerIor, whic re ciated was 
the only course by which the road could be 
made of any valne to the stockholders, and 
that opposing it was contrary to the true inter- 
ests of Athens and northeast Georgia. 

This was followed ny a second protest, which 
was tiled by Judge Howell Cebb, in his name 
end that cf Ferdinand Phinizy, John H. New- 
ton and others. Judge Cobb stated that he 
took this action in order that he might be ina 
position in future to protect his individual 
rights and obiain something for his stock, 
whichggad been marked by the gross misman- 
agement of the municipal authoritics of the 
city of Athens. 

Captain H. H. Carlton said he was looking 
to the interests of the city, that he lived off of 
the public and he was acting “‘pro bono pub- 
lico.”’ 

Judge Cobb thereupon 
ing that for whatever he _ got 
the public he gave them value received. 

President Barrow interposed at this point, 
and the discussion of the motion was taken up 
again, Mayor Hodgson speaking in favor of it. 
Ly arising vote the president was requested to 
give his views, which he did forcibly and to the 
point. 

Mr. E. K. Lumpkin followed in opposition 
to the motion. His characterization of the 
Richmond and Danville road was so strong as 
to bring President Barrow to his feet, and Mr. 
Lumpkin qualified his remarks as to the hon- 
esty of the road. His remark in regard to 
Judge W. B. Thomas was misunderstood by 
Mr. Yancey, who rose in defense of. Judge 
Thomas, but resumed his seat after explana- 
tions. 

The subject having been fully discussed, the 
vote upon the motion opportuncly followed at 
this point. A large number of proxies were 
present, Mayor Asbury Hodgson marshalling 
the votes in favor of the motion and Mr. E. K. 
Lumpkin those against it. The twelve hun- 
dred votes of the Terminal company were 
voted by Mr. George D. Thomas for the mo- 
tion, and the result was announced 1,442 for 
and 545 against. 

Though the vote of the minority steckhold- 
ers was nearly two to one against the side with 
which the Richmond and Danville was identi- 
fied, the result showed a strong following of 
business men rallied-to fhe swpport of the road.

The historic old city on the Thames#was 
yesterday the scene of the grandest civic

Even in England the cry is ‘‘the masses 
against the classes.”’ 

Ifthe progress of democratic ideas has 
been rapid under the unfavorable conditions 
of the past fifty years, what may we expect 
to see in the course of another generation?

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THE NATIONAL COLORED EXPOSITION, 


The Directors Make an Application for Per- 
mission to Held It in Piedmont Park. 

A committee composed of W. A. Pledger, 
Richard Henry and Amos Rucker appeared 
before the directors of the Driving club on yes- 
terday to discuss the National Colored Men's 
exposition which is to be held in 1888. W. A. 
Pledger acted as spokesman and said: “If we 
can secure a liberal offer for the use of Pied- 
mont park and the buildings of the exposition 
company, we can reasonably hope to bring the 
colored exposition to Atlanta. This exposi- 
tiom project was before the last congress and 
a bill appropriating $600,000 for iis furtherance 
and use was favorably reported from both the 
house and senate commiitees. It failed of 
passage because of the hurried conclusion of 
the session.’’ : 

“Will the bill pass at the next session ?”’ 
some one asked. 

“Undoubtedly, we think. It secured the 
support of the leading men of both parties in 
the senate and in the house,and our canvass 
showed very few opposed toit. We shall go 
before congress with a petition from the colored 
men of every state in the union and ask for its 
passage In December. We believe we can se- 
cure the appropriation of $600,000.” 

‘‘“What would be thé character of the expo- 
Sition ?” was asked by a director. 

“It would exhibhit the products raised by 
colored farmers, manufactures done by colored 
men, and would show the pregress made by 
the colored race in every department of trade, 
industry oraris during its twenty years of 
freedom. Such an exhibition, we believe, 
would attract enormous crowds. Our plan is 
to open the gatesin November of next year 
and hold the exposition for about eighty days. 
It would benefit Atlanta greatly to secure 
this show, and we believe it can be secured for 
Atlanta if the directors of the Driving club 
will give it liberal terms.” 

Director Bain moved for the whole maiter 
to be referred to a committee, stating that he 
could not act on the committee, as he would 
leave Atlanta tomorrow. 

The petitioners requested that the committee 
meet at once and act promptly, as the director 
general of the exposition was in the city and 
would like to confer with the committec as to 
details and have 2 prompt answer. 

President Kingsbery announced as the coin- 
mittee Mr. H. W. Grady, Captain Henry 
Jackson, Dr. H. L. Wilson, and requested the 
comunittee to mcet with the petitioners today 
at 12 o'clock.

SENATOR DEAN APPLIES FoR SPACE,

The Wonderful Resources of the Mountaing 
to Be Displayed at the Coming 
Piedmont Exposition.

Senator Dean, of Rome, came into the EXPO 
sition rooms yesterday morning with an appli- 
cation for four thousand square feet of space, 
He said: 

“We are going to make a collective exhibit 
of the resources of northwest G eorgia. That

bama, and is an incomparably better a Tricuitu. 
ral country. We propose to show just what it 


‘“‘How will you make your exhibit 2” 

“We want to make it collective as far as 
northwest Georgia is concerned, but indi: idua] 
for each county. Six counties will be entered 
—Floya, Polk, Bartow, ‘hattooga, Gordon 
and Walker. Floyd county will make a se pas 
rate exhibit, so will Polk, and so wil! Bartow: 
but the force of each of these will be iner ased 
by their being collected under the general 
northwest Georgia exhibit. The Rome Land 
company has held a meeting, and determined 
to push the matter, and spend time and money 
to make it the best exhibit possible.” 

‘What will you show ?”’ 

“Everything. We will show every mineral, 
from gold toceal. The finest iron ore, man- 
ganeseé, coal, Kaolin, slate, marble, copper, also 
all classes of manufactured goods and agricul. 
tural products, and live stock until you cannot 
rest. ‘We intend to show visitors that north- 
west Georgia offers every inducement offered 
by north Alabama, with many additional in 
ducements. We shall prepare and print pam. 
phiets explaining the advantages offered in 
iiome and other north Georgia towns for mane 
ufacturing.” 

“Have you organized for. collective exhib 
its ?”’ 

“Weare doing that rapidly. Floyd county 
is admirably organized, so is Polk and Bartow. 
We will get organized in the other cor 
once. What we want now is about four thou. 
sand square feet of space, aud we will fill it 
with an exhibit of mineral, and 
agricultural resources tliat will astonish even 
those who have lived in the counties from 
which they come. The Rome and Deecatnr 
railroad will join in the exhibit and make a 
showing of the minerals along its line. Take 
our Coosa river country. We can select a 
steamer for the exposition exhibit, siart out 
from Greensport, Ala., and by the time it getg 
to Rome it will be loaded down with the rich- 
est agricultural products and live stock to show 
what the great Coosa valley can do. We are 
going to work in earnest and will not rest a day 
until the last article is put in place for the 
exhibition. We will get the cream of the six 
counties in Atlanta if it takes twenty trains te 
haul it here.”

EXPOSITION DIRECTORS’ MEBTING. 
Important. Business Transacted—The Bids 
for Privileges and Other Matters. 

A joint meeting of the directors of the 
driving club and exposition was held yester- 
day at the exposition rooms. President Kings- 
bery, of the driving club, took the chair. Mr. 
Norman, thee architect, submitted plans for 
the grand stand, club house and grand en- 
trance, to cést about $14,000 inthe aggregate. 
i'pon motion, the direciors of the driving elub 
accepted the plans and ordered them executed 
at the discretion of the committee of the 
driving club, after a meeting of the stock- 
holders had been had. This meeting is called 
for four-o’clock Thursday afternoon at the ex- 
position rooms, when it is hoped every stock 
holder will be present. 

Mr. Kingsbery reported that there were 
about one hundred and eighty-five names now 
on the list, and that about $10,000 had been 
collected. He feit no doubt that the member- 
ship would be increased to two hundred before 
the opening of the exposition. The business 
of the driving club being finished with this, 
their committee adjourned. 

President Collier then took the chair, and 
the directors of the exposition company called 
to order. Mr. C. D. Horn, of the building 
committee, asked permission, if deemed ad- 
visable by the members of the association, to 
amalgamate the agricultural and machinery 
halls into one building. The plans for the 
machinery hall as accepted require.3s0 feet by 
% feet, with a court in the center of 115 feet 
across. Mr. Horn thought it would be cheaper 
and more convenient and more expeditious to 
unify the agricultural hall with this building, 
making it about 600 feet long by 110 feet. This 
permission was granted. 

THE SUBSCRIPTIONS FROM RAILROADS. 

Mr. Grady stated that he was ready tore 
port a subscription of $2,500 from tie Air-Line 
railroad, $1,300 from the East Tennessee road 
and $1,000 from the Western and Atlantic 
road. The Air-Line agrees in addition to 
build a side track into the grounds, erect suit- 
able platform for loading and unloading pas- 
sengers and to give the fair association twen- 
ty-five per cent of its receipts from tickets to 
and from the grounds. He stated that the 
other railroads had not been heard from, but 
thought they might count on from eight to 
ten thousand dollars from that source. 

OPENING THE BIDS FOR PRIVILEGES. 

Owing to the absence of President Colliet 
the bids for the privileges of the grounds were 
not opened on Saturday and were submitted to 
the directors on yesterday. There was much 
confusion in the bidding. Mr. George John- 
son bid $1,500 for the restaurant privilege, & 
$1,800 for all the privileges advertised. Mr. 
Henry Beermann bid $1,000 for ali thé privil- 
eges. There were a host of bids for smaller 
privileges. 

Mr. Horn stated the privileges cught @ 
yield the association at least $5,000, and 
that put in the hands of capable men and 
run by the association itself they would exceed 
that sum. 

On motion of Mr. Bain the matter was pos’ 
poned without accepting or rejecting any bids.

CHICAGO, June 21—An oppressively weak feeling 
prevailed in wheat at the opening, and traders were 
feeling decidedly blue.

GOVERNOR GORDON RETURNS HOME

The Only White Woman in the Georgia Pen- 
itentiary the Subject of an Ap- 
plication for Pardon.

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Governor Gordon returned from Milledge- 
ville yesterday, and spent the day in his office. 
fle received an application during the day for 
the pardon of Isabella Rooney, the only white 
woinan in the Georgia penitentiary. The mat- 
ter willreceive his immediate attention. The 
session of the legislative committee took place 
at the capitol yesterday, and much interest 
was manifested in their proceedings. 

THE GOVERNOR AND HIS CABINET. 

CovERNOR GorDON returned from Milledge- 
ville yesterday, and was in his office all during 
the day. With the exception of the intense 
heat nothing oecurred to mar the pleasure of 
his visit to the old capitol. The people receiv- 
ed him enthusiastically and entertained him 

jeasantly. He found the coidition of the 

Middle Georgia Agricultural college most sat- 
isfactory ; the facuity of the college is an able 
one, and the nuinber of students in attendance 
this year was unusually large. The college is 
in need of money, and it is likely that the gov- 
ernor will call the legislature’s attention to the 
propriety of increasing the revenue of the in- 
stitution. 

GOVERNOR GORDON visited the state lunatic 
asylum while in Milledgeville, and found the 
asylum in a@ most excellent condition. The 
number of patients is unusually large, and 
many improvements are needed to keep the in- 
stitution up to the high standard it has always 
mek weir sir j - Everything is well kepi, but the 
superintendent declares that there are a great 
many things needed, and hopes the legislature 
will appropriate some money inorder that 
these needed improvements can be made. 

AN EXECUTIVE order was issued yesterday 
suspending the collection of the $25 tax upon 
traveling agents of nursery men vending trees 
or shrubbery in any county in the state. This 
tax is imposed by paragraph 15, second section 
of the general tax act of 1887. The reason ci 
the suspension is that the legislature wiil meet 
in a few weeks, and the matter will be brought 
before it, and such action in the premises can 
be then taken as the assembly deems proper.

ENTIRELY DESTROYED. 


The Atlanta Glass Works Laid in 
Ashes. 


A CONFLAGRATION AT EARLY MORN. 


The Fire Is Caused by a Defective Flue—The 
Flames Discovered by the Watch- 
man—A Loss of $40,000. 


The spacious and handsome bnilding of the 
Atlanta glass works isa heap of smouldering 


debris. : 

The same reporter who, a few weeks ago, 
upon the completion of the building visited it 
and described itin Tue Constrrurion, made 
another visit yesterday. On the former occa- 
sion he found the place alive with merry work- 
men eager to enter actively upon their duties. 
Some of them, indeed, had already begun to 
exercise their handicraft in the production of 
many pretty and usefal devices in glass. But 
yesterday how changed was all! Standing in 
the woods a short distance from the smok- 
ing ruins were the _gilass-blowers. 
They looked gloomy and discontented, and 
well they might, for the series of disappoint- 
ments and mishaps which have been their . 
portion since they came to Atlanta were 
enough to dishearten the most stout-hearted 
and buoyant. They had to wait several months 
while the factory was building, and ever since 
iis completion they have been idle. Now the 
prospect before them is indeed gloomy, but 
they intend to fight it out if it takes until 
winter. ‘There are thirty-one skilled‘ glass 
blowers and upward of ninety-five laborers in 
the employ of the Atlanta glass works. They 
were brim full of energy and joyous expect- 
ancy when they went to bed night before last. 
Whon they arose yesterday morning, prepared 
to. go to work, they were subjected to a crush- 
ing disappointment. Theysaw that the build- 
ing where they were to ply their skill and in 
which they felt such pride, had been swept 
away by the flames ind reduced to ashes. 

AN KARLY MORNING CONFLAGRATION. 

The tire was first discovered by the night 
watchman. Mr NRitting, a few minutes after 5 
o'clock yesterday morning. At léast two hours 
before this Mr. Ritting and several laborers 
were at work. The furnaces were aglow with 
heat and a number of hands were crushing the 
sand rock to feed them with. The moulds 
were all ready and everything in the building 
was in proper -shape, for it bad been ordered 
by Superintendent August Weyer, that work 
should start promptly at 7 o’clock. Day was 
just breaking, when Mr. Ritting, upon looking 
up saw a light in the second story. 

At first he thought this light was caused by 
daylight coming through the opening in the 
roof. A second glance showed him that this 
was notso. He mounted the stairs and hur- 
ried tothe spot where the light seemed to be. 
Upon reaching it he saw that the building was 
on fire. Summoning assistance and bringing 
the handy hose into use, he fought the flames 
with determination, but his efforts were futile. 
The fire had got such headway that it swept 
everything before it. A brisk breeze was blow- 
ing atthe time, and this accelerated the de- 
structive sweep of the fire. In less than five 
minutes the whole structure was ablaze. The 
glare of the flaines was such that for miles 
around people saw the fire. Superintendent 
Wever was soon on the grounds and the glass- 
blowers came from all directions. Mr. Wever 
in trying to save some of the costly utensils in 
the lower part of the building was overcome 
by the smoke and heat and had to be carried 
away. LRestoratives soon revived him and he 
proceeded to give directions to the workmen 
who were trying to save the contents of the 
lower floor. The tire was so furious that noth- 
ing could be taken from the building. ‘The 
ofiice, however, was some distance from the 
hotiest part of the building, and it was re- 
solved to save the books and. papers 
and office furniture. Mr. Thomas 
Beardsley, the day watchman, 
and Mr. Keiley essayed to save these, and they 
made an effort to enter the oflice. The door 
being locked they were forced to break in 
through the window. ‘These two men, at the 
risk of their life, saved all the books and _ pa- 
pers, also the desk. ‘“‘It was hot’ work,”’ said 
Mr. Beardsley to a reporter cf THE ConstTITU- 
TION, “‘and it wasa risky job, too, let me tell 
you. But for the thick glass in the upper part 
of the door separating the oftice from the fac- 
tory, the heat would have overcome me, but 
this was some protection.”’ 

THE WAY THE FIRE OCCURRED. 

That the fire was accidental there can not be 
the shadow of adoubt. The reporter ques- 
tioned closely all these who were in a position 
to know, and they concur in the opinion that 
the funnel shaped tin tlue which runs against 
the brick chimney from the ground floor up- 
ward through the rocf was the cause of the 
fire. Whether there was a break in this con- 
ductor, or whether the heat was too iptense 
for it, is not positively known, but it is certain 
that in some way or other the heat which was 
transmitted through this flue eaused the tim- 
ber toignite. This is the only explanation of 
the origin of the fire. 

THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE. 

Apparently the destruction of the glass 
works is complete, but this is not so. All the 
iIntlammeable material was, of course, burned, 
but there remains much in the building which 
has not been ruined by the flames... A good 
deal of machinery is only slightly injured, 
and most of the expensive moulds are not 
hurtatall. As it is, however, the loss is very 
heavy. Just what the-ssactual vaiue of the 
plant was is not positivel¥ known. It is vari- 
ously estimated trom $49,000. to $65,000. Mr. 
Jd. W. Rankin, Jr., the business manager of 
the factory, places the boss at the lower figures.

{THE WORKS TOBE REBUILT. 

Tt has already been determined that the 
works shall be immediately rebuilt. In econ- 
versaiion with a reporter last evening Mr. 
Rankin said: ‘Pie building will go up just as 
rapidly as possible, aud we confidently expect 
to see the works infull blast by the first lay | 
of September. We cannot afford delay, for 
wenow have between 550,000 and $60,000 
worth of orders, and these we must fill. To- 
morrow workmen will begin clearing away the 
debris, cleaning the brick, removing the ma- 
chinery and getting ready for re- 
building the works. The new building 
will be modeled after the plan of the other— 
than which there is no finer or better equipped 
in the United States—only we will probably 
use less wood and more iron. If possible we 
shail make the new factory fire-proof. 

THE GLASS-BLOWERS. 

A reporter mingled with a score or more of 
the glass-biowers,and he putthe same question 
toallofthem: ‘What do you intend to do?’’ 
“Can’t tell,”’ was the answer. Most of them 
expect that the company will 
assist them dntring their long season 
of enforced idieness, and this the 
company will doubtless do. The glassblowers 
and the laborers, almost without exception,ex- 
pressed a willingness te stay here and wait till 
the new building is finished, if only they can 
get something todo in the meantime. The 
company will hold an early meeting and settle 
this matter, Dry Rankin is not in the city, but 
is expected every day. As soon as he arrives 
the mceting will take piace. 

TWO CARS BURNED. 

On the track of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railway, a iew yards from 
the glass works, were standing two box cars. 
One was loaded with coal and the other, be- 
longing te’ the Chesapeake and 
Ohio _— railroad, _ had brought 
pots to the factory. Both 
cars were reduced to ashes. ‘The heat was so 
intense that the wheels were melted. The 
value of these Cars is said to be about $1,400 
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AN UGLY FIRE. 


The Department Saves Mr. P. H. Snook’s 
Courtland Avenue Home. 

Last night about 8 o’clock an alarm of fire 
was sounded, and the department proceeded 
to the supposed scene of conflagration, the 
Leyden house on Peachtree street, near the 
executive mansion. The trouble was a burn- 
ing y, Which was soon subsided with- 
out the aid of the de ent. Considerable 
excitement was caused in the neighborhood for 
awhile. The chimney on fire belonged to an 
outhouse in rear of the Leyden mansion. 

Exactly at 12 o’clock last night an alarm was 
rung in from box 42, The department quick! 
responded. When itarrived on the scene it 
found the stable of Mr. P. H. Snook, No. 165 
Courtland street, on fire; the flames had been 
communicated to the small wooden house on 
Cain street next to the stable, owned by Anna 
Smith, and occupied by two colored women, 
nan Curington and Cary. Both houses 
were too far gone to be saved, but the depart- 
merit did most excellent work in saving Mr. 
Snook’s residence and the house occupied by 
Anna Smith. Atonetimeit looked as if the 
Snook house would catch, notwithstanding 
the efforts of the firemen. 

It is not known how the stable caught. Mr. 
Snook and family are spending the summer at 
Edgewood, and the house was unoccupied. 
The stable contained a horse and a mule— 
both were saved. It is supposed that the fire 
was caused by raisand matches. Mr. Snook 
had no insurance on his stable, but his loss 
will be ciegy The house consumed, belong- 
ing to the Smith woman, was insured for

Co. Her loss was a total one.
